The Board Selected Five of the Nine 
Names Sufamtttcd to Them as State 
Commission* to Appoint Commissioner

Tho board of supervisors Saturday 
nominated these Hvc men as the list 
from whom tho state hlRhway commis- 
sion shail^ select the one man who will 
be known as tho county highway com- 
missioner of Lalce county under tho 
new roadMaw of Illinois: James An- 
derson, Jr., Chos. Russell, M. McCuro, 
W. H. Studer ond Guy Curry. 

There were nine names submitted, 
the board having to select Ave to sub- 
mit to the state commission. On the 
vote, It stood as follows: 

Guy Curry. 13; Jas. Anderson, Jr., 
20; Charles Russell, 20; M. McCugo, 16; 
W. E. Curtis, 12; Ed HermaiiJ 7; W. 
H. Studer, 16; Dennis Gibbons, 2; W. 
E. Miller, 2. 

' Tho candidate who is successful In 
winning tho coveted job must be a 
practical road man, wl^h Hve years ex- 
perience as an engineer and road build- 
«r. The five men will to have stand a 
civil service examination and the high- 
est men will bechoson by the stat^i 
commission. 

The committee which had in hand the 
picking of roads to be designated as 
state roads in Lake county submitted 
its roads as follows: 

1. Belvlderc street from Waukegan 
west through Warrenton, Grayslake, 
Hainesville, into McHenry county. 

2 Zion City west through Taylor 
Grove,' Rosecrans, Hickory, to road 
running to Antioch from north and 
south, thence into Antioch and out past 
Gliannol lake to connect wjth road in 
McHenry county running to Lake 
Geneva. 

S. High wood west through Half Day, 
Prairie View, Lake Zurich, winding up 
liear Gary Station, McHenry county. 

4. Grand avenue to Lake Villa and 
connect with north and south road 
there, 

5. Beginning at Buffalo Grovo north 
to Long Grove on tho old Chicago road 
northwest to join east west road via 
Wauconda, connecting with the Belvi- 
dere street road near Volo. 

, 6. Starting at Wauconda, through 

Ivanhoe, Rockefeller to Libertyvllle, 

thence west via Rondout to Lake Blufl. 

North-South Roads. 

1. Deerfleld at south > county line 
through Everett, Rondout, Warrenton 
Grove to Gurnee to join state road on 
Grand avenue. 

2. Start north of Wheeling on Mil- 
waukee avenue, up through Half Day, 
Libertyvllle, thence north ib Gurnee^ 
past Gurnee church to Wadsworth and 
thenco lo Russell. 

3. Starting at Gage's Corners on 
Grand avenue north past Drucc's Lake, 
Mlllburn, Hickory and the state line at 
Pikeville. 

The committee was as follows: E. 
W. Brooks, James Welch, James King, 
A. T. White, Fred Klrchner. 

The committee stated that the roads 
loading to other counties were arrang- 
ed after consulting with other counties 
so that the roads w|U join state roads 
of those counties. 

The committee's report and map as 
aubmittod to the board was accepted 
unanimously hence the roads mention- 
ed have ofHcially been designated as 
the state roads. Warren township gets 
tho most roads, in all itbeing estimated 
that there are 25 miles of state roads in 
that township. In all, there are 165 
miles of state roads designated on the 
map. The committo'a report also car- 
ried a clause autliorizliig Lake county 
to appropriate $15,505 for road work 
during the next two years to equal 
that set aside for the county by the 
state under tho recent approtionment.

ClmrtT'jd with having broken into nnd 
robbud the Soo line depot nt Gruyslake 
Friduy night, two young mun wi?re 
Vi'iVtiU a hearing beforo Justice Fritsoh 
of Grayslake Into Saturday afternoon 
und upon pleading guilty to^tho charge 
they were bound over to the grand 
jury in bonds of $1,000 and were taken 
to the Lake county jnil to await tho 
action of the grand jury which will 
meet in October. A third robber is 
being sought by the police. * | 

The two confessed robbers gave their 
names as follows: Edward Brlslanl 
cnl Lester Poquctti. 

The fact that the depot had been 
robbed was not discovered until Satur- 
day morning. The news that robbers 
had broken Into the place during the 
night caused quite a stir in the littio 
village. An investigation showed that 
$12.75 in money had been taken from 
the cash drawer. Apparently no tickets 
or other articles about the place were 
taken. 

Marshal AI MacMIIIan at once set 
out to locate the robbers. He had no 
clew to work on and it seemed like 
a hopeless case. Susplcion.was drawn 
to Brislani^ and Poquotti when they ap- ■ yj.gj^ 
peared in the saloons In tho place and 
began to spend money lavishly, calling 
up the bystanders to drink with them. 
The night before they had been practi- 
cally penniless and no one could under- 
stand the source of their sudden good 
fortue. They were placed under arrest 
on suspicion by the mprshal and confes- 
sed to the robbery, implicating a thir^ 
man who has skipped out and is bemg 
sought. When arraigned before the 
justice the two young men made a clean 
breast of the whole affair. They had 
not spent quite all of the money and 
this will be turned over to the proper 
authorities.

On motion of the Board of supervis- 
ors last Thursday morning re conalder- 
ed its motion of Wednesday providing 
. for starting suits against County Treae- 
Weaterfield ond accepted a com- 
promise from the treasurer made by 
him following a suggestion of Mr. Gosa 
who Is tt member of the committee on 
settlement with the county treasurer, 
said proposition including these points: 
First— That, starting with October 1, 
1913,' the treasurer will authorize the 
Security Savings bank of Waukegan to 
turnover the interest on public funds 
in his possession, amounting to 2 per 
cent on dally deposits; Interest collect- 
ed by Mr. Weaterfield up to Oct. 1, to 
be let stand as it is, in Westerfield's 
possession. 

Second— That the state's attorney 
will begin a friendly suU very shortly to 
see whether the law feolly intends ttie 
treasurer may retain the inheritance 
tax fees (admitted to have been $2,500 
so far during Mr. Weaterfield's term) 
providing the case in Cook county in- 
volving the same points is not decided 
very shortly. 

The motion as carried did not involve 
the acceptance of the proposition made 
by Mr. .Westerfield, but Is what it 
amounts to. The real'vote came on the 
matter of whether the board should 
reconsider the action of Wednesday 
the general understanding being that, 
as soon as Mr. Dady gets the agree- 
ment drawn which he promised to I 
draw, providing for tho carrying out of 
the points made in the proposition as 
made by Mr. Goss for Mr. Westerfield, 
why then the board will again vote and 
the vote no doubt will stand as before, 
Mr. Goss explained to the board upon 
was au-'*^°"^**"'"B Thursday morning that the 
in I committee had met Mr. Westerfield 
and a compromise on the situation had 
been suggested which in his mind was a 
good one and one wherebv the matter 
could be nicely disposed of. He stated 
the proposition as shown above. 

State's Attorney Dady and Mr. 
Westerfield repeated the offer Mr. 
Goss had outlined, declaring he had 
talked with President Durst of the 
bank and he had agreed to turn the 2 
per cent interest directly to the county 
incase the arrangement was satisfac- 
tory. He added that he felt the in- 
heritance txx matter would be settled 
shortly by tho Cook county judge and 
then would bo decided by the supreme 
court and he would act according to the 
decision in that case as regards the in- 
heritance tax fees. He agreed to con-, 
tinue to keep his funds In the Security 
Savings Bank. 

The majority of the supervisors were 
in favor of the compromise but four 
were bitterly opposed to it. These 
four upheld the sentiments of Welch 
of Waukegan who expressed himself 
as follows: , 

**I bejleve the contemplated action of 
the board in compromising, is unjustifi- 
able and illegal. I don't believe it has 
tho right to waive all rights to interest 
money up to Oct. 1st. I believe we 
should proceed with the suit and test 
this matter finally. If we do this,, wo 
should also turn back to the sheriff and 
other county 'officers the money they 
turned over to the county recently af- 
ter the audit and which, to them, they 
had believed was- theirs legally." 

In accordance with the t^eceasion to 
begin a "friendly suit" against Wester- 
field to determine the statue of the in- 
heritance tax fee which Mr. Westerfield 
and his county claim he is entitled to, 
the board Friday morning pass- 
ed this resolution submitted by State's 
Attorney Dody to guide him in his act- 
ion and fully cuthorize him in the 
matter:

In climbing from n boat to h pmrhead 
while hunting juid fishing at Fox Luke, 
Sunday, Dr. Carl H. Stone, a dentist 
with olllcea nt 852 Belmont avenue, Chi- 
ciigo, was porhiip.4 fntally woundud by 
the accidental dlHchurgeof his own shot- 
gun^ He received the full loud of duck 
shot in his left side just beneath the 
heart and the flesh of the side was 
torn away 

Dr. Stond, ^ccompnined by his office 
npsiatant, Howard Fnrd, had gone to 
the Stone cottnRe at Fox Lake on Sun- 
urday to spent the weelt-end huntmg 
and fishing. Enrly Sunday morning 
they had left the cottage and with shot- 
guns had goqe down the lake for duclfs. 
About 7:30, when there was little hope 
of seeing any more ducks, they decided 
to devote the rest of the time to fishing. 

So they rowed to the pier head and 
started to climbing from the boat to the 
pier to fish. Dr. Stone had climbed out 
of the boat and Ford was handing the 
guns to him wllen the accident occurr- 
ed. ^ 
It Is thought that Dr. Stone holding a 
gun by the muzzle and drawing It up 
tiward him, struck the hammer against 
the pier and exploded the charge. 

The wounded man would have bled to 
death but for Fords prompt assistance. 
He called for help, got Dr. Stone taken 
to the cottage and telephoned Dr. 
Thomas A. Carter, 919 Wellington 
street, Celcago, Dr. Stone close friend, 
who shares his office. 

Dr. Carter ordered a special train 
from the St, Paul road, made the run 
to Chicago, He took him to the Ger- 
man-America hosiptal, where he has a 
fighting chance for his life. He is very 
weak from shock and loss of blood, and 
there is danger of Infection from the 
nature of the wound, but Dr. Carter 
hopes to saved him.

RIVER BRIDGE 

AT GURNEE 

TO BE REBUILT 



The steel bridge oyer the river at 
Gurnee will not be razed, although con- 
demned by a representative of the Il- 
linois State Railroad & Warehouse 
Commission. 

The highway commissioners and tax 
payers of the township have received 
permission to rebuild the;, old structure. 
They will tighten up the truss rods and 
lay new planks, the bridge will be as 
good as neiy when it is completed and 
will be one of the strongest structures 
of its kind in north end of th^ state." 

It is said that a weejc ogo last Sunday 
five hundred and one automobiles pass- 
ed across the structure in less than 4 
hours. 

Work on rebuilding the old structure 
will commence at once. It will no re- 
built under the supervision of the high- 
way commissioner, and tax payers of 
Gurnee will pay the cost of the repaies. 
At this time farmers are not per- 
mitted to draw heavv loads of farm pro- 
ducts over the structure. A sign bear- 
ing this inscription: "Condemned- 
Closed to heavy traffic," has been 
tacked on the steel girders at both 
ends of the structure. It is estimated 
that it will cost in the neighborhood of 
$1,000 to rebuild the structure. 

Ornaments Worn by Dancing Girls. 
An Interesting collection of sliver 
pieces from India, including numer* 
ous ornamental objects formerly 
worn by dancing girls, has Just been 
placed on exhibition at the Amorl* 
can Museum of Natural History. Ik 
was presented to,, the museum by J. 
O. Phelps Stokes. There aro alto* 
gather more than forty ojcamples In 
tho collection, representing varlouf 
typos of native work. 



At their meeting last Thursday eve- 
ning, the Zion City council sprung a 
sensation when they literally opened 
fire on John H. Sayrs and R. H. Owen, 
the only two remaining Independent 
alderman, and passed resolutions charg- 
ing them with being guilty of miscon- 
duct in encouraging the forging of three 
tally sheets of the Second ward of the 
city, which tally sheets were made at 
the election of April 15, 1913. 

Mayor Clendinen and seven aldermen 
were present, John Sayrs being the only 
Independent alderman to represent his 
party. Overseer Voliva was also pres- 
ent. At this meeting it was decided to 
hold another last Monday evening when 
the two would be given a chance to ap- 
pear and defend themselves if they 
BO choose. However when the time 
came both were absent and resolutions 
were passed ousting them from the 
city council. 

Tho adore Frocby, city attorney, act- 
ing as prosecutor and C. P. Barnes of 
Woodstock in the capacity of assistant.. 
Evidence was given by the city clerk, 
John Thomas, W. S. Peckham, Ralph 
Steel and Mrs. Lena Becker. The 
evidence^given by these parties showed 
thati a number of religious meetings 
Were stopped by Hoover, then chleif of 
police and that in some instances men 
men and women were thrown into jail 
who were marching along the street to 
their meeting place in an orderly man- 
ner. Elder Robinson testified that he 
was taken from the ranks and thrust 
into the cell without any charge and 
kept there all night. Hoover continued 
to act as chief of police until the Theo- 
cratic party were seated. The evidence 
produced was brought out to show that 
as alderman of the city of Zion and 
members of the city council, John Sayrs 
and R. R. Owen were each guilty of 
mis-conduct in ''aiding and abetting, 
encouraging and assisting Hoover in 
his unlawful acts during the month of 
April 1913, when Hoover and his as- 
sistants peacefully and lawfully march- 
ing along the streets of Zion as they 
had a right to do, and from holding rel- 
igious meetings." 

The city attorney then produced fig- 
ures from the records of the old council 
which showed that certain money be- 
longing to the City of Zion had been 
used unlawfully in payment of attorney 
nnd other fees, and thereby using the 
taxpayers' money to pay lawyers to 
fitjht the Theocratic party. 

In introducing the resolution Mr. 
Barnes said that he wished to brand 
Alderman Sayrs and Owen as *'two of 
the most infamous hypocrites that God 
permits to live in this world. I know 
of hundreds of men and women," said 
Mr. Barnes," who make nn pretense to

HE last chapter In the his- 
tory of tho greatest fatal- 
ity In tho annals of moun- 
tain climbing in tho Alps, 
which occurred on Mont 
Blanc just 43 years ago, 
may be written this sum- 
mer. By this accident 11 
lives wore lost In a furious 
snowstorm near tho summit of the 
"Roof of Europe." The victims Includ- 
ed two Americans, one Scotchman 
and eight guides and porters from 
Chamonlx. Not ono of tho party es- 
caped death. 

Flvo of the bodies wero recovered 
at tho lime of tho accident. It Is ex- 
pected by Chamonlx guides and sci- 
entists tlmt tho six others will be de- 
livered up by tho glacier this year. 
Tho rate of progression of glaciers 
has long" boon observed, and accord- 
ing to tho calculations of the authori- 
ties tho bodies held In tho Ice for 
more than *I0 years should roach tho 
valley this season. 

Scientists In Europe aro much inter- 
ested in tho case, as It may supply 
evidence to prove thoir theories con- 
cerning tho speed of the annual march 
of glaciers toward the valleys, but 
there is also a human side to the 
watch which Is being kept up. Miss 
Edith Randall of Boston has been 
waiting many years In tho hope of 
recovering the body of her father, 
John Randall, a' Boston banker, who 
was ono of tho victims of tho disaster, 
and who was flfty-four years old when 
ho lost his life In 1870 on tho Mont 
Blanc summit. 

Last year Miss Randall camo to 
Chamonlx, as the Ice axe and several 
small articles belonging to Mr. Ran-* 
dall had been found by guides at tho 
foot of the Glacier des Bossons, which 
dOBcenda directly from tho summit of 
Mont Blanc to tho Up of tho valley of 
Chamonlx. Many American and Eng- 
lish Alpinists, as well as guides, joined 
In, the search for tho body, but with- 
out result. Will tho searchers have 
better luck during the next few 
months? 

Tho story of this Alpine tragedy 
can bo told brlelly. On August 26, 
1870, two Englishmen, Messrs. Stog- 
dom and .Marsall, with their guides 
arrived at Chamonlx oxhausted. hav- 
ing been caught In a violent snow- 
storm on -Mont Blanc. Thp English 
climbers met at tho hotel the two 
Americans. John Randall and H. M. 
Bean of Jonesboro. Tenn., who was 
flfty-four years old, and tho Scotch- 
man, the Rev. G. McCorklngdale, aged 
forty, of Glasgow. These three 'had 
already engaged eight guides and por- 
ters at Chamonlx to conduct them In 
easy stages to tho top of Mont Blanc. 
Tho weather was doubtful In tho val- 
ley and bad In the mountains above, 
vand In view of tho experience of tho 
Englishmen they wero warned against 
attempting tho ascent But tho 
Americans were in a hurry to return 
homo and tho warnings wero disre- 
garded. 

The first part of the ascent, up to 
the Grand Mulcts, nt an elevation of 
10,010 feet, was accomplished In 
cloudy weather, but the snow was 
good and firm undor foot Tho party 
sot out on September C from tho hut 
for tho summit in spite of a strong 
wind and dark clouds. Their progress 
■was watched with telescopes from 
Chamonlx. It was noticed that from 
time to time tho >vholo party had to 
throw themselves down on the snow 
to avoid being carried away by the 
wind near tho top. 

Later they wore hidden from ^'Iew 
by clouds. When tho clouds parted 
tho climbers were seen coming down 
near tho same place. Then the snowt 
storm became more violent and they 
wore again hidden. The storm lasted 
eight days and nights. Not ono of the 
11 climbers was .seen again alive. 

A week later 14 Chamonlx guides 
attempted to roach tho fatal spot, but 
wero driven back by the snow and 
cold. On September 17 23 guides and 
porters set out again from Chamonlx 
for the summit, and onUd deep, hard 
snow on tho north steep slope discov- 
ered tho bodies of flvo of tho party. 
Those of the Rev. Mr, McCockindalo 
and two guides lay 750 feet below the 
summit About 300 feet higher wero 
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the bodies of Mr. Bean and a porter. 
Tho former was In a sitting posture 
with his head leaning on ono hand 
and tho elbow on a knapsack. 

Upon Mr. Bean a notebook was 
found containing entries which throw 
a light upon tho great sufferings ex- 
perienced by the party. Ho had also 
written a farewell noto to his wife. 

In all flvo corpses wore found out 
of 11 and they wero frozen hard. Tho 
bodies wore placed In sacks and car- 
ried down tho glaciers. Tho guides 
wero three days In reaching Chamo- 
nlx, as tho weather again bccamo 
bad. 

Although 43 years have passed, tho 
six other bodies, Including those of 
Mr. Randall and tho guides, have not 
yot been delivered up by tho Alpine 
river of Ice. though 40 years up to 
now has been tho longest period tho 
glacier has been known to retain It^ 
dead. The remains of Mr. Hean .and 
Mr. McCorkindalo aro burled side by 
sido in tho little English church ceme- 
tery at Chamonlx at tho foot of Mont 
Blanc, and perhaps Mr. Randall will 
join his comrades soon. 

Mr. Bean's notebook and his pa- 
thetic letter to his wife explain the 
tragedy and tho sufferings of tho par-

ty. Tho entries in the notebook ar«- 
as follows: 

"Tuesday, Sept 6 (1870). I hav» 
made the tiscent of Mont Blnnc with 
ton persona— eight guides, Mr. Mo- 
v^orklndalo and Mr. Randall. Wo ar- 
r.'vcd at tho summit at half past 2. 
Immediately after leaving It I was- 
onvoloped In clouds of snow. Wo 
passed the night In a grotto excavated; 
out of tho snow, affording very un- 
comfortable shelter, and I was ill all 
night 

"Mont Blanc, Sept. 7. If atiy ono 
flnda this notebook 1 beg that It may 
bo sent to Mrs, H. M. Rean, Jones- 
boro, Tenn., United States of America,'" 

Tho letter to his wife aald: 

"My Dear Hessle: Wo havo beoni 
on Mont Blnnc for two days In a ter- 
rible snowstorm. We have lost our 
way and aro In a hole scooped out of 
the snow at a height of m.OOO feet 
I have no hope of descending. Per- 
haps this book may be found and for- 
warded. We have no food; my foot 
are already frozen and I am exhaust- 
ed. I have only' strength to write a* 
few words. I die In the faith of Jesus. 
Christ. Affectionate thoughts to yoa 
and my family. My remembrances Xx» 
all, Good-by."

of Sky When Wing of Machine 

Crumpleo— "Safety First" 

Was His Motto. 



GaloBburg, 111, Sept. 17.— Max LU- 
Jostrand, bettor known as Max LUlle, 
Chicago aviator anU teacher of avia- 
tion, mot quick death hero on Monday 
when tho right wing of hia noroplane 
crumbled and he fell 400 foot at the 
OaloBburg district fair grounda. 

Mrs. Ullle saw. tho uccldont from a 
box In tho grand stand und was one of 
the first to reach her dying husband. 
She fainted as ho expired. Ho lived 
three minutes after his fall. 

Linio, who wna regarded aa one of 
tho most careful aviators in the bual- 
nosa, mot hia death because of a de- 
fective machine He knew cortoln 
parte of his Wright aoroplano wore In 
need. of repair, and when killed was 
making an experimental flight to see If 
tho machine could stand tho t,'raln of 
tho exhibition ho had contrnctod to 
make at the fair. < 

The atnnda wore packed and the-;; 
grounds tilled when tho flyer made hia 
fatal trip. Thousands saw him die. 
The atmosphere was atlll when he 
took the air. Ho rose to a height of 
500 feet, his machine seeming to be In 
perfect order. 

Ho circled tho stands, made a eortlo 
or two out over the surrounding coun* 
try, and, apparently convinced that hia 
blplano was In trim for the big flight, 
sailed back to his landing place. Tho 
Bpot was swarmed with spectators, 
and evidently fearing Injury to aomo 
one ho turned tho plane'a noaoupward 
again and made for a landing further 
olleld. 

When about 200 feet aloft he exe- 
cuted a sharp turn. The wing of; tho 
flying machine collapsed. The plane 
hesitated for an Instant In tho air and 
shot to earth. Tho crackling of tho 
frnmowork and the swlah of Its pre- 
cipitation as It aomersaulted to the 
ground were plainly heard in the 
stands 200 feet away. 

"My God, ho Is dead! He Is dead!" 

The words of the unfortunate flyer's 
wife broke tho hush which fell over 
the stunned occupants of tho grand 
stand. 

The aviator ^was carried, a broken 
mass, from the demolished aeroplane. 
His wife and Frank L. Albert, LIUle'E 
mnnnger, were at the dying man's sido 
as he passed away. Mrs. Llllle Is now 
at a local hotel under caro of phy- 
alclana. 

"Safety first" was the motto of Max 
Llllle, the Chicago aviator who was 
killed at Oaleaburg. More than two 
years ago ho came to Chicago a novice 
at the "flying game." LIHIe flrat came 
Into prominence aa an aviator In tho 
meet of the Aero Club of Illlnola In 
September, 1011. Later at the aprlng 
meet in 1912 at Cicero fleld he attract- 
ed attention by carrying paaaengera In 
hia machine. It was estimated that 
100 persons rode with him. •

MADE RULES FOR COMPOSERS 



Frederick tho Great, Talented Musi- 
cian Himself, tald Down Inv 
peratlve Orders. 

Frederick the Great was tho most 
distinguished musical amateur of hia 
age, and hia position gave him tha 
power to regulate the style of com- 
position employed by the musicians of 
hU period. For Instance, ho made tho 
following rules to bo followed by ope- 
ratic composers: "All the | principal 
singers muat have big arlaa and differ- 
ent In character, as an adagio aria, 
which muat bo very cantabllo to ahow 
off to good advantage the voice and 
delivery of tho singer; in da capo the 
artist can then display her art in 
©mbelllahlng varlatlona; then there 
must bo an allegro aria with brilliant 
passagea, a gallant aria, a duet for tbe 
first male singer and tho prima donna. 
In these pieces the big forms of meas- 
ure must be used so aa to give pathos 
to the tragedy; tho smaller forms of 
time, such aa two-four and three-eight, 
are for the aecondary roloa, and for 
these a tempa mlnuetto can bo writ- 
ten. There muat be the necesaary 
changes of time, but minor keys muat 
bo avoided In the theater, because 
they aro too mournful."

WHEREAS, a question has arisen^ as 
as to whether said moneys so in the 
hands of said Carl P. Westerfield should 
be accounted for by him in his settle- 
ment with the County Board of this 
county; and 

WHEREAS .said Carl P. Weaterfield 
claims that the same belongs to him 
individualy under the law and has not 
accounted for such moneys in his settle- 
ment with the County Board of this 
county, now, therefore be it 

RESOLVED, that the State's Attor- 
ney of this county be and he is author- 
ized and directed to take all such legal 
steps as such State's Attorney may 
deem reasonable or necessary in order 
ti determine whether or not the County 
of Lake is entitled to said money re- 
tained by said Westerfield. 

Said State's Attorney in carrying 
out this resolution and order is hereby 
authorized to make any demand or de- 
mands on said Westerfield both in the 
in the name of the County Board and in 
name of the County of Lake that he 
may deem necessary, and may institute 
and prosecute any suit or suits which 
he may deem necessary or proper. 

Brooks moved the adoption and it 
was adopted unanimously. 

The resolution was entirely accept- 
able to Mr. Westerfield and his counsel, 
Mr. Beaubien, and thus the case will go 
into court to decide just what the law 
means regarding the points involved. 

An effort was made to kick over the

Climbing Flowera and Plants Will 

Hide Ugllneai of Neceitary 

Backyard Partttloni. 

"Shall we have backyard fcncesT'* 
Many enthualaaU for the city beauti- 
ful would do away with thorn entirely. 
The newer slogan for city life la "the 
city useful." Combining both, wo bavo 
"tho city useful and beautiful." It 
muat bo useful first and then must 
havo all tho beauty compatible with 
usefulness. Board fencca are ugly, but 
under prosont conditions of city life 
they are vigry uaoful. In fact many 
people would have no privacy at all 
If fences woro removed. In Ideal con. 
dltlons, where the backyards open 
upon parkfl and playgrounds, the fence 
Is not needed. Well arranged hedges 
and shrub plantings give tho ncccs- 
8a«y seclusion to each place. It Is to 
be hoped that many cities will be 
planned in this way. In the meantime 
wo havo to ding to our back yard 
fences, but there la no reason why 
they should be ugly. English and Bos- 
ton Ivy, Virginia creeper, clematis, 
cobea, scandars and the scarlet runner 
bean will soon transform the most un- 
sightly fence. Tho northern border of 
the fenco Is often dreary, but may be 
planted to our native woodwardla and 
QSpldlum ferns- The common brake Is 
very lovely and gives out a delightful 
woodsy odor. A shrub or two of tho 
wild pink currant, plenty of the com- 
mon white Iris, pink foxgloves and 
hollyhocks will make this bos/der a de- 
light through the whole season.

SEA RAGING IN CITY'S STREETS 



Liverpool Sept. 15.— Tlio body of 
^V^lIam Oayiior lay In atato Friday 
night at tho fool of tho grand atiilrway 
of tho Town hall of Liverpool. 

It waH an unprccodeiUed honor that 
Liverpool paid tho dead executlvo of 
the American motropollB» for novor bo- 
foro had anyono loin In etato In tho 
historic edllice. Covered with the 
Stara and Stripes and with tho Drltlflh 
Union Jack draped over Kb foot, tho 
casket rested on a catafalque brought 
hero from WeBtmlnetor Abbey, Lon- 
don, and on which has reposed the 
bodies of many of England's moat fa- 
mouB men. It was last used at the 
funeral of Field Marshal Lord Woleo- 
ley la St. Paul's cathedral last March. 
CandlcB In tho great golden candel- 
abra from WeBtmlnstor Abbey cast a 
subdued light up tho wide stairway 
and over tho detail of picked men 
from tho Liverpool police, force who 
Btood guard nil night about tho cata- 
falque. 

John Sutherland Harmood-Bnnnor» 
lord mayor of the clty» who la nbBont 
on vacation, had telegraphed the city 
authorities of Liverpool to do evcry- 
thiiiR in their power In honor of the 
dead mayor of New York, and they 
carrlt'd out their Instnictlous In mi- 
nute detail. 

Six policemen, who were relieved nt 
Intervals, stood at attention around 
tho casket all night and continued thla 
duty until tho body was removed from 
tho town hall Saturday for the sad 
homeward voyage on the Cunard 
lino steamer Lualtania, on which a 
special mortuary chapel has been pro- 
pared. Kight uniformed quartermaa- 
ters will form the guard of honor dui^ 
Ing the voyage. 

Rufus Gaynor was on the point of 
collapse. He expressed deep gratitude 
at the honors accorded tho lato mayor 
here. 

New York. Sept 13.— News of the 
death of Mayor William J. Gaynor ol 
New York, which occurred on the 
Bteamer Haltlc on Wednesday, was 
sent by wireless by his son Rufus. 
Tho dlBpatch follows: 

"My father. Mayor Gaynor, died on 
the Raltlc at seven minutes to one 
' o'clock Wednesday afternoon. 

'.'Death was due to heart trouble. 
He was alttlng In a tl^ck chair when 
the end came. A deck steward had 
been wlth''hlih but n few moment! 
before his death and had taken hli 
order for lunch. Tho mayor had 
marked the menu to Indicate the 
dishes ho desired. I was on the boat 
deck. 

"I went below at lunch call to tell 
father that hla lunch was ready. Ha 
had been taking his meals In ono ol 
the state rooms. He was seated In 
his chair, apparently asleep. I shooh 
him gently, but he did not respond. 
* "His trained nurse, who had been 
-with him ten minutes previously, wai 
summoned, and the ship's surgeon. 
Doctor Hopper, was called. Tho may- 
* or was given a hypodermic Injection, 
and artlQclal respiration was resorted 
to. But It was quickly apparent that 
lo was beyond aid. 

"The body w^aa taken in charge by 
the ship's offlcers. It was embalmed 
and placed In a sealed casket 

"During the voyage his health had 
Bteadlly Improved. 

"On behalf of my mother, my fam- 
ily and myself. 1 wish to express pub- 
licly my deep gratitude to Captain 
Ranhom and his offlcers for kindness, 
' courtesy and unfailing thoughtfulness. 
"1 wish to acknowledge my debt to 
the passengers for their courteousness 
and conRlderatlon -at all times In re- 
BpBctjns. -tlxe mayor's desire for pri-

New York. Sept 15.— Tho tranaac- 
tlons In Wall street made by Governor 
Sulzcr from Juno 27, 1910, till Iboy 
ceased— at least so far ps one firm of 
brokers was concerned— on July 14 
last were described under oath on Fri- 
day by Melville D. Fuller, who said ho 
was Sulzer's broker. In a hearing hold 
by the nine Impeachment managers 
appointed by tho asaembly. 

Mr. Fuller, who before the Frawley 
Investigating coramlBsIon refused to 
testify concerning certain matters, on 
Friday answered all questions. Ho tes- 
tified that Sulzer had paid him $16,000 
In person within a month and a day 
after the last election and that ho 
(Fulier) had had no dealings with 
Mrs. Sulzer. 

According to Fuller's testimony. 
Sulzer. whllo a representative, opened 
an account with his firm, Harris & 
Fuller, Juno 27, 1910. In September 
Sulzer borrowed $23,000 from the firm. 
giving as collateral 400 sharea of 
"Big Four" railroad stock. In Novem- 
ber of tho same year Sulzer added 
some American Smelter stock to his 
collateral held by tho brokers. 

"Big Four declined from 80 to 37 
within a year." Mr. Fuller continued, 
"but Mr. Sulzer bought somo more of 
the stock and added Southern Pacific 
to his holdings." 

On November 12. 1912, a few days 
after ho was elected governor, Mr. 
Fuller continued, Sulzer walked Into 
tho office of Harris & Fuller with ten 
$1,000 bills In his hands. 

These he paid on his account, his 
Indebtedness, owing to other transac- 
tions, having Increased to $00,612. On 
December 8. Mr. Fu\ler said. Gover- 
nor-Elect Sulzer paid In person $6,000 
moro in cash on his account 

On June 16 of this year Sulzer's 
debt to the brokers had beeh further 
reduced. Ono of tho checks, Mr. Ful- 
ler said, was from A. E. Sprlggs. a 
former governor of Montana.

Sept 16.— With the ai^ 
rest Sunday of Rev, Hans Schmidt of 
St. Joseph's Iloman Catholic church, 
charged with tho murder of Anna Au- 
mlllcr, a servant tho mystery sur- 
rounding the finding of the dismem- 
bered body of a girl In tho Hudson 
river was solved. Schmidt according 
to the police, has confessed. Ho at- 
tempted to commit suicide by cutting 
hie throat 

"I killed her because I loved her so 
much," 1)0 said. "She was so beauti- 
ful, 60 good, I could not let her live 
without mo. I had made up my mind 
that she and I could live togothcr.i I 
was a priest and must remain with 
my church. I could not lot her go 
away from me." 

Sobbing out this confession of his 
crime, tho priest was locked up In a 
coll In the Tombs prison, where. In- 
stead of collapsing, as might have 
been expected, he calmly went to 
sleep. • 

The solution of this, tho most baff- 
ling murder mystery of years, was 
brought about by troclng the pillow 
slip In which the upper section of tho 
dismembered torso had been wrapped. 
At police headquarters Schmidt was 
subjected to a severe grilling ^y in- 
spector Faurot The inspector, when 
this was over, said: 

"Schmidt has admitted to us that 
he rented the fiat and took the girl 
there. Ho said he had known the 
girl for more than two years and was 
infatuated with her. At midnight on 
August 31, ho eald. he quietly let him- 
self Into the flat with his own key. 
Miss Aumlller was asleep In bed, but 
he crept over to her sido. He had a 
largo butcher knife in his hand. "^Ho 
cut her throat boforo sho could make 
an outcry. He believed he had killed 
her and carried her Into tho bath- 
room." 

The autopsy had shown that the girl 
was dismembered while still alive, 
and the absence of blood In her veins 
had given rise to the belief that the 
person, who had cut her to pleceo had 
drained her blood vessels so that In 
disposing of the body there would be 
no trail to follow. 

"He sold he went to a neighboring 
store and bought a quantity fo brown 
wrapping paper and then wrapped up 
each part separately. 

"The next day — September 1 — 
Schmidt said ho took part of tho body 
out of the flat. He boarded an Eighth 
avenue car. rode down to One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-fifth street, took a 
ccoBS-town car to tho Fort Lee ferry. 
Then ho boarded a boat and when In 
midstream threw tho bundle Into the 
river. He did this Ave times until he 
had disposed of tho last vestige of the 
body." 

The police searched the roo^s of 
Father Schmidt In the parish hpuee 
and found a marriage license Issued to 
"Anna Aumlller and Hans Schmidt" 
The address given was a number In 
East One Hundred and Fifty-ninth 
street and the police declare that It 
Is flctltlous. The license was Iseued 
on February 20. 1913.

TRAIN KILLS "TIM" SULLIVAN 



HE llttlo village of Panuco de 
Coronado, In tho state of Du- 
rango, presents an average 
Mexican village, one that can 
bo duplicated anywhere In tho 
northern two-thirds of tho country. It 
Is typical even In its legend— all min- 
ing towns hero have the same. Once 
upon a timo Its mines yielded so much 
rich ore that tho owner co\ild pave 
Tvlth silver the street loading from 
his houso to tho church on tho occa- 
sion of his daughter's maniago. 

Panuco, like all Mexican villages, la 
a transplanted bit of tho orient 
There Is tho same small, low adobe 
houso with flat roof and no chimney 
and usually no window. Women carry 
the same jars of water on their heads 
and men clad In loose whlto cotton 
trudgo lazily behind their llttlo burros 
or more likely add their weight to tho 
already overburdened animals. Tho 
glaring sun beats down from a trop- 
ical sky on the oamo palm and cactus 
and a general air of emptiness and si- 
lenco pervades the streets. 

Tho universal building material Is 
adobe, which is faced with, plaster only 
In the better houses. These are al- 
ways built in the form of a hollow 
square — V}o rooms opening Into tho 
patio in tho center. -The more pre- 
tentious homes have windows, barred 
on the ontsldo becauso the houses are 
built snug up to tho street which 
gives them tho appearance of cells In 
a prison. 

Village Scenes by Day. 
Thoro la no patch of green or any- 
thing bright to relievo tho uniform 
dust brown color of llouso and street, 
writes Jesslo Fawler in tho Los An- 
geles Times. No spear of grass Is In 
Bight and aU the flowora are kept 
In tho patio. Tho partlcuhir village 
can boast of two trees, ono cottonwood 
on tho outskirts, and one popper berry. 
To enter ono of those huts is to 
stop In on a mud floor, rarely a brick 
ono. to see a few earthonbowls and 
saucers in one corner, a little pllo of 
charred ashes In another and a rudo 
altar made of a couple of packing 
boxes, decorated with a few* gaudy 
bits of tinsel and scraps of ribbon and 
empty beer bottlos with withered flow- 
ers, an offering to tho virgin of 
Guadaloupe who looks down froin tho 
wall. Chairs, bod and table are lux- 
uries not commonly found. Mexican 
women are fond of flowers and tho 
patios are bright with blossoms 



at tho mines stops for the day and 
by seven o'clock tho men and women 
begin to gather around tho ofilco and 
sot up their llttlo stands for tho salt 
of dulcos, limes, pomegranates, augat 
cane and oranges. - By nine o'clock th( 
place has taken on quite a holldaj 
aspect Groups of Bcnoras, each witb 
a black eyed baby In her lap, alt os 
tho ground and ' crochet laco or Idlj 
gossip. Men wrap thomsolves close li; 
their sorapca and wait stolidly for tea 
o'clock, when they will bo paid' off. 

All tho pebplo, men, women and 
children, como from miles around on 
foot, on burros, oh ponies and in al 
sorts of nondescript wagons. Th< 
hncondado comes In from somo neigh 
boring hacienda, looking very plo 
turesquo In his silver bespangled 
buckskin, whllo his pony, with silver 
trimmed saddle Is a match for hit 
rider. When they have all been paid 
they must got rid of their monoy al 
tho store. 

-Each man wears around his waist □ - 
square pleco of whlto cloth folded 
diagonally and tied so that the polcri 
hangs down In tho back. This cloth 
serves a double purpose; it acts as o 
bolt to hold up tho trousers and as a 
receptacle for all purchases made 
Tho man removes this cloth, spreads 11 
out on tho counter at the store and 
Into It aro dumped his purchases— 
packages of cigarettes,' boxes ol 
matches, a few cakes of soap, two or 
three kilos of com and perhaps a 
couple of meters of cloth. 

No wrapping paper is used, bul 
everything, lard excepted; is dumped 
Into this cloth. Crackers ho takes 
olther Insido his hat or on tho out 
side. Ho novor looks at tho quality 
or asks tho price, for It la a case of 
Hobson's choice. Time Is no object 
with theae people, so It is almost 
night boforo tho last, ono goes away. 
Tho fiesta of I5anta Cruz the day of 
the holy cross. Is tho miner's day of 
the year, when all tho mines through- 
out tho country stop work. Croasea 
aro placed on all unfinished buildings 
as. well as a huge ono In tho plaza, 
and aro decorated with flowers, bits 
of ribbon and glass, while around the 
main cross are placed palmlllas with 
their five feet stocks of beautiful 
whlto flowers. Thero Is Incessant fir- 
ing of guns throughout tho day and 
tho celebration ends with music and 
dancing In tho evening.

OF ANT EATER 



South African Animal That Digs 
Hole and Disappears. 



Aord-Vark Has Only Rudimentary 
.'Teeth With Legs Like Those of 
tho Kangaroo-~Speclmena Vtry 
Hard to Secure. 



Now York. — Did ydu over boo on 
aard-vark? asks a writer In the New 
York World, Perhaps you know It 
bottor'by Its Latin name, orycturopus? 
No? Thoy haven't got ono In the zo- 
ological colectlou In Bronx park, nor, 
So far as tho writer ha.4 bucn able 
to Icnru, In any of tho famous zoos or 
monagerloa of tho world. t'or tho 
aard-vark is a dcHcatu animal, accord- 
ing to Curator Dltmars, and not easily 
acclimated. 

Tho aard-varth was thought to bo a 
myth until the Dutch and lOngllsh be- 
gan to settle Africa. It wns first de- 
scribed by P. Kolbo in 17-12 In an ac- 
count of his travels In Capo Colony, 
but TJufTon called In question his de- 
scription. However, this is known to 
be accurate. 

The Paris museum has Just received 
an orycteropus, which It has had 
stuffed and placed on exhibition. 
Thoro aro three species, and that in 
Paris Is the excessively rare Orycter- 
opus Ethloplcus from tlio regions oC 
tho Gluo Nllo and Abyssinia. Tho 
commonest species is that which Is 
found in eastern and southern Africa 
as far north as Angola. Tho third 
Bpoclos la peculiar to Scnegambla. 

Tho aard-vark belongs to tho order 
of Edentata, bo caJlod because its 
morabors aro either toothless or have 
only rudimentary or defective teeth. 
It la a cousin of the ant bears, the 
armadtlloes and tho pangolins of 
South America. It Is about six feet 
long, including tho tail, and about 
twenty Inches high. Its back Is 
arched. Its head long and ending tn 
a snout like a pig's, only sharper and 
longer. Its forelegs are short, Us hind 
legs much larger, like those of a kan- 
garoo, and ita tail Is heavy and almost 
as long as Its body. Ita ears ore long 
and erect, llko an aas'. It has small, 
piggy eyes, a very thick skin, like a 
pig's, co^vercd with sparsely scattered 
hair, and yellow all over. 

Its tongo is very long, oitonslve and 
always covered with a gummy saliva. 
It protrudes from a mouth that Is lit- 
tle more than a round hole. Tho 
young animal has eight molars In tho 
upper Jaw and six In tho lower, but 
the adult hoa only Ave above and four 
bolow, and all of these are rudlamon- 
tary. 

Tho Ethiopian species lives in the 
dessert, always near ant hills, for the 
ants aro Its food. In the daytime it 
stays curled up and asleep in a bur- 
row which It closes behind It It digs 
a hole even In tho hardest ground 
with Incredible rapidity and disap- 
pears in a few moments, for tho four 
toes on Its front feet aro armed with 
strong claws which It plies rapidly, 
scooping out tho earth and throwing 
It behind Itself In a great cloud of 
dust 

At night It emerges and goes out 
hunting for ant hills. As soon as It 
has found Ono It makes sure that no 
danger Is menacing, then It lies down 
with Its snout against tho ant hill, 
puts out its tongue as far as It can 
and waits. Soon Its tongue Is covered 
with nnta, caught llko flies on sticky 
flypaper- Then It draws In its tongue, 
chews up tho ants and begins again. 

It is very timid and so keen of oar 
that it catches evory faint sound. At 
tho Bllghtoat alarm It digs a hole and 
buries Itself. It never attacks any- 
thing but Insects, yet when attacked 
it defends Itself with Its powerful 
clawB in a way that makes It danger- 
ous. ' 

When surprised by the hunter It al- 
most always has Its head and shoul- 
ders In a hole, and It takes so tight a 
grip on tho earth that if tho hunter 
tries to pull it forth ho Is almost cer- 
tain to fail. 

Its flesh 1b highly prized In 'Africa 
and It Is said to ta^to llko pork. It is 
easily tamed in Its native land, and 
In tho days' of Egypt's ancient great- 
ness must havo been a pet for ladles, 
as on tho tomb nf Abd-el-Gournah of 
tho nineteenth dynasty there la 
graven a picture of a noblowoman 
with an orycteropus following her llko 
a dog.

Combine 'the Qualities of Professions in Alaska 




WASHINGTON.— School tcachors In 
Alaska must have a thorough 
knowledge of medlcino as well as 
pedagogy. The Alaska school acrv- 
Ice Is the only system of education In 
tho United States or any of ita pos- 
sGSBlons which Is under tho direct 
control of tho federal bureau of edu- 
cation. In the northwest territory 
there aro largo iCreas In which tho 
aervlcea of regular physicians are 
not obtainable. It often becomes the 
duty of tho publto school teachers not 
only to render first aid to tho injured 
or sick native, but to care for him 
throughout tho entire course of a 
Bovero illness without tho aid of a 
physician. 

For the assistance of men working 
In TJnclo Sam's Alaska achool service 
Dr. Emil Knillsh of the United States 
public health aervlco and Dr. Daniel 
S. Neumann of the United States bu- 
reau of education have together writ- 
ten a medical handbook which has Just 



been publlahod and sent to evory 
school tenclier working for tho goy- 
ernniont In Alaska. Thn autliors have 
taken particular pnlns to doacrlbe tho 
Bymptonia and outline tho methods of 
trcutniont of this comniou dlKCuses of 
tho natives In simple, plain language. 
In a word of Instructions to the teach- 
ers who will receive tho book tho au- 
thor enys: 

A little learning Is a dangerous 
thing, and this Is especially true in 
medicine. Teachers aro warned to bo 
careful In prescribing. It is often dif- 
Ilcult to mako a diagnosis of the dis- 
ease which the patient Is Buffering. 
To lessen this difllculty symptoms of 
all of tho common diseases are thor- 
oughly described so that tho teacher 
may havo asslstanco In determining 
any case. Ilemember, this handbook 
is not intended to roplaco tho serv* 
ices of a physician and all cases 
should bo referred to ono whenever 
possible. 

Agents of the goTomment have 
found that outside of performing their 
educational duties Alaska school 
teachers are called on most frequent- 
ly to assist tho natives In solving 
their health problems. Tho new med- 
ical handbook instructs the . school 
teachers on every phase of medical 
practice tiirough which It might bo 
posslblo for the agents of the bureau 
of education to help the natives. 
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Smithsonian Institution Has a Large Plaster Cast 



THE Smithsonian Institution pre- 
aenta to visitors within Its grim 
brown Walls and quiet halls an attrac- 
tive Zoological Park exhibit Many 
Bpectators, hat In -hand, gather to 
study tho pictures of wild life In the 
zoo which are displayed here. In the 
central allsic of the main hall to the 
right on entering Ib a large topo- 
graphic plaster cast, tho legend on 
which reads: "Modeled under tho di- 
rection of Mr. S. P. Langley, secretary 
of the Smithsonian lAstltutlon." It Is 
fi number of years old, but always a 
thing of freshness and interest to the 
Btrcams of strangers that pass tho 
portals of the building. 

On the topographic modol Eock 
creek la represented by a strip of mir- 
ror, and tho curving, winding lino Is 
as bright and shlmmorlng as the wa- 
ters of the creek In their happiest 
mood. Tho hills and vales and lawns 
and tho shady groves and woodland 
stretches are all shown. In a big 
glasa case on the right hand of the 
entrance there hongs a fine map of 
tho Zoological Park, In(JlcatIng many 
of the familiar things In that popular, 
educational resort 

Surrounding tho map Is a collection 
of excellent photographs. One picture 




shows the flagstaff hlU closely covered 
by a crowd, mostly of children, and 
the Inscription under the picture la 
"The Crowd at the Zoological Park 
Easter Monday, 1910." There is a pic- 
ture of tho bear yards, showing one of 
the furry beasts posing for the cam- 
era, one of tho flying cage with Its 
buay-wlnged tenants; one of the yard 
of foxes and wolves with the sly and 
hungry dwellers there; portraits of tho 
Alaskan brown boar, the male moose, 
the frightful looking harpy eagle, the 
polar bears In their white robef^ tho 
yak standing comfortably in deep 
snow, Callfomla condors In their 
youthful and downy plumage, the Blow- 
going Galapagos tortoise, the \ zebra 
and his fancy markings, tho elephant 
taking o bath, and a bull snake colled 
gracefully around a cluster of her 
eggs.

Evolution In Park-Bulldlng. 

A change Is coming to park affairs, 
the Ideals are taking a more compre- 
hensive form, and better suited to yie 
needs of the people. As tlio park mls- 
aion Is being better understood, parks 
are no. longer a rarity, but are com- 
mon.

Devitalizing Air In Cities. 
City air has amazing properties. The 
«moko and soot that are always in tho 
atmosphere (there are 0,000 tons of 
soot hanging over London every day) 
contain lots of sulphur, and this sul- 
phur when tt meets certain substrinces 
forms sulphuric add. or vitrei. 

It was tho vitrei In the atmosphere 
that brought the great roof of Charing 
Cross station down with a crash a few 
yriars ago. The engine smoke had 
oaten away the Iron, which was Insuf- 
ficiently painted. And some years ago. 
before the London underground was 
electrified. It was a great Joke at one 
of the stations for pasaengep^ to go 
and poke umbrellas Into a certain Iron 
girder, which; at one point was nearly 
as soft as putty. 

Paint Is In such cases the engineer's 
great standby. In some ways paint Is 
more powerful than Iron. 

Many city buildings might be said to 
bo practically held together by paint, 
partlculorly railway stations.— Pear, 
son's Weekly.

Invited all the more 
important communities of tho western 
provinces of Germany to participate In 
a city exposition embracing all fields ' 
of communal life. This Invitation was 
Bent out to all townships having more 
than 10,000 Inhabitants in Rhenania, 
Westphalia and Hessen-Nassau. aa 
well as to some firms more directly 
connected with communal life. Tha 
Dueseldorf exposition thus is a Joint 
intercommu^l enterprise of tho towns 
and dues of western Germany, which 
in Its conception Is entirely new 
About (500 exhibitors are showing near- 
ly 4.000 different objects grouped un. 
der city building, sanitary arrangp- 
ments. hospital management, clvllen-^ 
gineering and Industry. 

With its historical and modem town 
pictures. Its models and photographa 
of remarkable monuments and build- 
ings, old and recent, its reproductions 
relating to the designing of streets 
and drainage plants, gas andrwater 
supply, the exposition Is nothing short 
of an Illustrated history of German 
towns, and is bound especially to ap- 
peal to those concerned with tho char- 
acter of modern towns and their manl- 
fold tasks from a social, educational 
and sanitary point of view, -

Ornamental Yards.
